An amendment to the state pro-

The California pro-rate law was 
first passed in 1933, but has been 
amended many times since.

Despite the ruling of the State 
Supreme Court that the pro-rate 
law was constitutional, no pro- 
ration on lemons has ever operat- 
ed, according to Mr. McClellan.
